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Continuation of 2: The proposed amendments to the specification describing the division^nhe noise signal into both phase and 
amplitude signals is considered to be new matter. This corresponding change to the Drawings is also considered to be new matter. 

Continuation of 5: While the proposed amendments are not being entered, the Examiner does contend that it would be unclear to one 
having ordinary skill in the art how a low pass filter can divide a signal into separate amplitude and phase portions. Further, it would be 
unclear how the "phase perceiving part" perceives the phase of the signal if the low pass filter already makes this division. To overcome 
the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, rejections Applicant relies on these proposed amendments. Further Applicant argues the use of the 
"phase perceiving part" by breaking the "phase perceiving part" into individual components and placing these components into previously 
existing components. This is not in accordance with the specification that describes "FIG. 10 is a diagram showing details of the phase 
perceiving part" (page 6, line 7) and Figure 6 that shows the "phase perceiving part" as a separate block that receives one input and 
produces one output. Therefore, the specificaiton still fails to adequately enable the invention as claimed. 
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
